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be present. Naturally, under the terms of the Constitution, they will not have a vote unless 
they are at the same time also members of the Board. But they will certainly have a voice in 
matters pertaining to their committee, and any pertinent comment on other matters under discus- 
Gn will be welcome. 

In the past, I feel, the Board has too often been compelled to legislate on matters con- 
cerning which the various Committees were better informed than the Board. Conversély, Committee 
Chairmen have sometimes had to come into the Governors’ meeting for one special purpose without 
knowing what had gone before and what was to follow. Now they will "see the wheels go 'round" 
and thus will have a complete picture of Club operations which cannot but be of advantage to 
them in gauging the problems of their own special committee. 

But there is another consideration which led the Board of Governors to ee EE with 
this new departure in Club administration. As I said in a prepared statement read at the 
opening of our first Board meeting in May: 

"How shall we make sure that, year after year, we shall get an adequate Board of Governors? 
We must remember that a Club Member may serve on the Board for only two consecutive years, after 
which he must pause a year before becoming eligible again, I heartily recommend that our 
various Committee Chairmen be invited to attend our Board meetings if they so choose,...What 
better means is there of acquainting these Committee Chairmen, who in many cases must give more 
time to their work than we on the Board do, with the overall picture of -the Club's activities?" 

Committee Chairmen who have in the past proven outstanding have often figured prominently 
in Board nomination lists. Assuming this to be true of the future, they will be the more valu- 
able when elected to the Board, if they have previously attended Board of Governors' meetings 
in their capacity of Committee Chairmen.

EXPLORERS TO DISCUSS Three explorers who have penetrated the vastness of the Himalayas 
TIBET, ROOF OF WORLD to the remote regions of Central Tibet will bring a dash of color and 
ON OPC TV PROGRAM drama to the Overseas Press Club's television show Sunday when they 
discuss "Tibet: Roof of the World."
